receiving credit for military service under the Sheriff’s Office Retirement Plan if the participant is receiving a 

military pension or is eligible to receive a military pension in the future.  Mary Claire Chesshire responded 

that the exclusion prevents the participant from essentially receiving credit twice for the same service and is 

modeled after the standard provision for government plans, including the Federal government’s civilian plan 

and the State of MD retirement system plans.   Ms. Chesshire noted that there is no law of which she is 

aware that precludes the SORP from granting the military service credit without regard to whether the 

participant is entitled to a military pension.
